RIPE REMARKS 


Some Ve ge ta ble s Should 
Be Sown Ea rly in Spring 


T h e seed of certa in kinds of vege­ 
ta bles should be sown, early In the 
spring for best results, sta tes " , T. 
Macoun, Canadia n horticulturist. 
One 
should he prepared to begin 
opera ­ 
tions In the garden as soon as the 
soil is dry enough. 
Those pla nts of 
which 
the 
leaves 
a re 
eaten 
which 
should be sta rted early are lettuce, 
’ spinach, mustard and cress, and there 
is little da nger of planting them too 
soon. 
Other 
vegetables 
which 
are 
grown 
for their bulbs or roots may 
j a lso he planted 
at 
the 
same 
time, 
though they a re riot quite so ha rdy as 
those grown for their leaves. 
These 
a re onions, 
carrots, 
beets, 
parsnips 
and ca rl" turnips. 
Pea s are about as 
hardy as these but may rot 
if the 
wea ther turns cold 
and wet. 
How 
ever. It usually pays to plant peas ar 
the same time as the others, as early- 
sown peas give a much better crop as 
a rule than if sown late. 
Other vege­ 
tables which should be sta rted early 
to

best 
results 
are 
cabbages,

Hair Seal Is Fav orite Food of These 
Animals and Natu re Helps 
Them In Chase. 
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St. Michael, Alaska.—Heav y weath­ 
er, with tremendou sly large ice floes 
in Bering sea, promises the nativ es 
of Kotsebu e sou nd the most fav orable 
polar-bear hu nting in a generation. 
A good market ex ists this y ear for 
the line white polar bear skins, and 
these arctic nomads are so plentifu l 
a good catch is anticipated. 
The white king of the Arctic regions 
is a combined hu nter-sailor-hobo. He 
has no fix ed habitat, bu t goes where 
i food is most plentifu l, coming down 
with the ice pack of the North when 
seal, walru s and whale mov e. 
Unlike any other animal, the polar 
bear keeps to the ice and will seek 
shore only when cu t off from open 
water. It is the best swimmer of the 
animal world. Loose Jointed, u ngainly , 
silly looking, with a skin that fits bad- 
J 
ly , the white bear Is nev ertheless v ery 
fleet footed. 
Often they are not pu re 
white, 
frequ ently 
being 
killed pos­ 
sessing y ellow, brown, and black spots 
on hips and bu ck. The flanks and legs 
are cov ered with hair sometimes twen­ 
ty inches long. 
The mu ch sou ght food of these aqu a­ 
tic animals is the hair seal, and natu re 
has helped them hu nt by prov iding a 
coat that harmonizes with su rrou nding 
landscape. 
That the bear might not 
hav e an u nfair adv antage In the qu est 
he has a coal black nose, which he 
cu nningly 
hides, 
declare 
Eskimos, 
when stalking a v ictim, by placing a 
paw ov er It. 
The bears often captu re seal In the 
open sea. Detecting a bu nch of seal 
floating on the su rface, the bears div e 
and swim deep u nder water. 
Noise­ 
lessly they come u p right u nder the 
seal, one of which Is su re to be bear 
meat. 
Polar bear pelts are of little v alu e 
in the North. 
Only the largest and 
finest colored ones u re commercially 
v alu ed for ru gs and fu rs. From $40 
to $7 5 at Nome, their v alu e increases 
to $125 to $250 in Seattle and New 
York. 
The Arctic bears are so greasy that 
ev en Eskimos refu se to eat the flesh 
ex cept in ex treme hu nger. There Is no 
scarcity of white hears In the Frigid 
zone, becau se they 
range an 
area 
where men seldom go.

In the seme way that communities 
are protected against tire by v olun 
teer fire departments, scores of cities 
and towns are now protected against 
the suffering, confusion and lawless 
ness which follow dev astating storms, 
floods 
a nd other disasters by volun- 
ter corps of World war v eterans. The 
corps are being organized by American 
Legion posts throughout the country 
as part of the Legion's nation-wide 
program of community serv ice. 
Req uests for information on meth­ 
ods of organizing disaster relief corps 
are being receiv ed at national head­ 
q uarters of the Legion in Indianapo­ 
lis, Ind.. from a large number of local 
Legion posts. 
A plan of organization 
which ha s been worked out from 
the 
ex periences of Legion 
posts in 
the 
disasters 
o f the last eight y ea rs, is 
recommended to them by the national 
organization. 
’the plan calls for the formation of 
a corps of four units, a patrol unit, 
a transportation unit, a medical unit 
and ¡i supply unit. 
The patrol unit, 
iri case of emergency , will do guard 
duty , protecting property from loot­ 
ers. 
It will a lso help turn back the 
sightseers who 
a lw a y s pour into a 
disaster-stricken community : ml hin­ 
der relief work. 
The 
transportation 
unit 
will 
mo­ 
bilize and operate the automobiles and 
motor trucks which are needed. 
The 
work of hauling supplies, transport­ 
ing refugees and bringing in 
n lief 
workers will be done by this unit. 
The medical unit will giv e first aid 
to the injured, conv ey them to hos­ 
pitals and look after health conditions 
among 
the 
refugees. 
The 
doctors, 
nurses and army medical corps v et­ 
erans in the post usually are assigned 
to this unit. 
The supply unit will prepare and 
distribute food f<> the workers and 
refugees, and prov ide clothing and 
shelter* for tin* refugees. 
The wom­ 
en’s aux iliary of the post is assigned 
to this unit.

m o s t cases a largo part of the 
post's members are members of the 
i-orps, being assigned to the units fur 
which 
their war-time training and 
civ ilian

disaster strikes, 
the

naires are summoned to post head­ 
q uarters b,\ a siren alarm, telephone 
or messengers and are ready at once 
to begin their part of the relief work.
